Butts sued Curtis for $10 mil­ 
lion in connection with a Satur­ 
day Evening Post article enti­ 
tled ‘The story of a College 
Football Fix. The article, pub­ 
lished March 23, 1963, alleged 
Bulls gave pregame football 
secrets to Paul Bryant, Univer­ 
sity of Alabama coach. 
The 
1962 
Alabama-Georgia 
football game allegedly was in­ 
volved. Alabama won 35-0. 
A jury in U.S. District Court 
in Atlanta, Ga., awarded Butts 
$3,060,000, but a federal judge 
ordered him to accept $460,000. 
Curtis then appealed to the Su­ 
preme Court after lower federal 
courts denied the firm a new 
trial. 
In its appeal, Curtis cited the 
Supreme 
Courts 
decision of 
March 9, 1964, in a New York 
Times case. The Times decision 
was that libel damages may not 
be awarded a public official for 
statements regarding his offi­ 
cial conduct unless 
he proves 
actual malice. The Butts judg­ 
ment Was given prior to the 
Times decision.

Inadequate Action 


One way to fight inflation is to keep 
federal spending below the level of 
feudal income. This is rarely done be­ 
cause it involves political decisions

At last, one small step may have 
K-en made, not toward reducing fed­ 
eral spending but toward slowing down 
the rate at which it grows. The Budget 
Bureau, acting on orders from the 
White House, has frozen the number 
of employes on the federal payroll at 
la?' July’s level (the highest in his­ 
to ry ). except in the Defense Depart­ 
ment, Selective Service System and 
Post Office Department. 


The order, if not ignored after the 
November elections, is expected to 
save about a quarter of a billion dol­ 
lars by not adding 30,000 or 40,000 jobs 
that w ould tmre been added if the 
budget drawn up last January had 
been followed. 
The saving will not be a very large 
percentage of the predicted deficit, but 
it will ease the inflationary pressure 
in two ways — not only will it trim the 
federal deficit but it will ease the pres­ 
sure in the employment market where 
there are more vacancies than there 
are capable and trained people to fill 
them. 


When President Lyndon John­ 
son announces his intention of
